G.S.R. 793(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (1) of section 124 of the Major 
Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central 
Government hereby approves the Amendments to 
Madras Port Trust (Issue and Management of Port 
Trust Securities) Regulations, 1978 as set out in the 
Schedule hereto. 

2. The said Regulations shall come Into force on 
the date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette. 
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SCHEDULE 

AMENDMENTS TO MADRAS PORT TRUST 
(ISSUE AND MANAGEMENT OF PORT TRUST 
^SECURITIES) REGULATIONS, 1978. 

No. SRO C-5|84 

(No. SA|Sccurities|15950|79|A.) 

The undernoted amendments to the above Regula¬ 
tions are hereby notified in termaj of section 124 (2) 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963:— 

1. Regulation 8(1) :—Interest on a Port Trust Sec¬ 
urity in the form of a Bond shall be paid by the Regis¬ 
trar of issue specified in the Port Trust Security pro¬ 
spectus subject to satisfying the following conditions"— 

(i) The interest is payable on the presentation of 
the Bond to the State Bank of India, Madras main 
Branch, Madras-1. 

(ii) The claim for payment of interest has to be 
adduced by : 

(a) The holder in person ; or 

(b) The duly authorised agent, or attorney . of 
the holder; or 

(c) The natural or certified guardian or mana¬ 
ger of the holder (if the holder is a minor 

or lunatic) having unrestricted powers; or 

(d) The persons entitled to the bond as succes¬ 
sion certificate holder or as executor or ad¬ 
ministrator to the estate of the deceased 
holder of the bond. 

(iii) All the endorsement should be legible and 
distinct without any erasure or unauthenticated dele¬ 
tion. 

(iv) The bond should not bear any blank or cross 
endorsement. 

(v) There should be one endorsement cage left 
unfilled and the renewal cage has, to be left blank. 

(vi) The interest cages on the reverse of the bond 
should not be completely filled and the bond should 
bear printed interest cages corresponding to the half 
years for which interest has accrued on the date of 
presentation. 

(vii) Interest should not have been left undrawn 
for 10 years or more. 

(viii) The bond should not have been soiled, torn, 
mutilated or otherwise defective for calculation (Divi¬ 
sion into an upper and lower half is not reckoned as 
unutilisation if !hc two halves are firmly rejoined). 

(ix) No notice of stoppage stands recorded in the 
register against the note. 

(x) The fact of payment is marked in the interest 
cages provided on the reverse of the bond. 


(xi) The interest payable by the Registrar is 
liable for deduction of Income-tax at source at the 
appropriate rate prescribed from time to time in the 
Finance Act, passed each year. 

2. Regulation 10 :—A sub-regulation (3) shall be 
added to Regulation 10—“(3) In addition to noti¬ 
fying by the applicant the loss, theft, destruction, 
mutilation or defacement of a Pott Trust Security 
or portion of a Port Trust Security or Port Trust 
Security in the form of a bond in three successive 
issues of the Gazette of India and in the local 
official gazette, the same shall also forthwith be 
notified by the applicant in any two newspapres in 
English and vernacular having vaS|t circulation at the 
place at which the Port Trust Security was lost, sto¬ 
len, etc., cautiontngjhe public against the illegal sale 
or purchase of the Port Trust Security in the form 
prescribed under sub-regulation (2) above.” 

3. Regulation 11(1) (a) —The words ‘such period 
as the prescribed officer may consider necessary’, 
occurring in the Regulation shall be substituted by 
the words ‘six months from the date of publication of 
the said list’. 

The words ‘or on such conditions as may be con¬ 
sidered in the circumstances by the prescribed officer’ 
occurring in the Regulation shall be oelcted. 


4. Regulation J 6 —The words ‘subject to any gene¬ 
ral or special instructions of the prescribed officer), 
in sub-regulation (1) and (2) of the Regulation shall 
be deleted. 

5. Regulation i7 :—The words ‘(subject to any 
general of special instructions or the prescribed 
officer), ‘appearing in sub-regulation (1) of the regula¬ 
tion shall be deleted. 

6. Regulation 9 :—The following two clauses to 
sub-regulation (1) of regulation 9 shall be added : 

(g) Whether the loss, theft, etc., was notified in 
three successive issues of the Gazette of India, and the 
local official gazette, if any of the place where the loss, 
theft, etc., occurred. 

(h) Whether the loss, theft, etc,, was notified in 
the local newspapers in English and vernacular”. 

A new clause (e) shall be added to sub-regulation 
(2) of Regulation 9 as under :—■ 

“(e) a copy of each of the gazette notification and 
the paper cuttings regarding the notifications in the 
newspapers.”
